us endless trouble- to repress the rivalries, 
jealousies and aggressions on both sides.— 
Like the negroes, tiie Indians must learn 
the ways of cirilizatiou, become citizens, 
and take their individual chances among 
whites nnd blacks. Wo can protect the in- 
dividual, securing equal justice to each and 
all everywhere, but we cannot undertake to 
protect a race or a tribe in the monoply of 
a particular ter.-itory. 
We can see uo rea- 


son why that land should not be taken and 
improved. And if the Indian la too indo- 
lent to learn the arts of civilization and be- 
come a man, let him retire, for he will be 
ao benefit to the nation. Let the march of 
civilization not be impeded by a 
few 


thousands of barbarians, bu! give the wi< 
cat scope possible to thoso who will assi 
in improving our vast domain.

;g proved. Tula is another excellent pro 
Vision, seeking to hold all officers to otri 
account. Boiler-makers are also require 
to stamp each plate of boiler-iron that leavi 
their factories, indicating its tensile strengt 
in precise terms, and the dale and place o 
manufacture.

had, in various ways and degree-'. Of every 
1000 children without any marks of vacci 
nation, 000 had marks of small pox. Whil 
of every 100 children who hid evidence o 
vaccination only 178 had any trace of thi 
disease. In regard l« tho amount ol vac 
cinatiou, it was found that of children hav- 
ing four or more cicatrices only 0.63 poi 
thousand were scarred with small pox.

the best vaccination proved thirty fold mon 
protective than Iho worst, and the wors 
was twenty seven times better than none a 
all. 


The study of 15,000 cases of =mall poi a 


the London hospital shows that the unvac 
cinated died at the rate of 37 per fjnt., am 
the vaccinated at the rate of only 0 1-2 pel 
cent. ; the mortality amoug those with four 
Enars being only 0.55,

well vaccinated person runs only one sev 
enlecuth tho risk which is taken by those 
Who refuse to avnii themselves ot vaccina- 
tions.
